REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee submit herewith their report for the fiscal year 
ending February 15, 1902 : 

The School Report of one year ago called attention to the growing need 
of furnishing, to the children of the town completing the grammar school 
course, an opportunity of continuing their studies without the necessity of 
leaving home and town. 

But little observation is required to teach one that the child having a gram- 
mar school education only is but insufficiently furnished for the work of life, 
when brought into contact with those of more perfectly trained minds. The 
law recently enacted, whereby towns no‘ supporting high schools are re- 
quired to pay the tuition of all resident ehildren taking high school studies 
in other towns, is but another witness to the need and value of a universal 
and complete education. 

For several years there have been, each year, from three to five young 
people that have been obliged to leave home and go to other towns in order 
to continue their studies, and it seems a certainty that under a law relieving 
the parent of tuition bills the number of young people thus going away would 
be increased. There are now five young men and women studying away 
from home and in the case of four the town would pay the tuition, less a small 
rebate from the State, a part of which rebate the town pays in the shape of 
State taxes. 

To send a child away to school for one year costs the parent, under ordin- 
ary circumstances, $100 at least, and perhaps $150, and under the present 
law costs the town not far from $25. 

Your school board, desiring to give the children of the town every possible 
advantage in securing an education, desiring also to protect the taxpayers 
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and secure as much as possible for the money expended, have met the need 
already referred to, as expressed in the report of your school board of one 
year ago, in the establishment, at Orfordville, of a tenth grade, in which the 
studies usually taught in the best high schools during the first year are being 
given to a class of twelve young men and women in as satisfactory a manner 
as they can be taught in any school in the State. 

What will this new work cost ? What has itcost? The advanced work 
has now been carried on two terms and has cost, aside from money expended 
for books which have a permanent value, as follows: Teaching, $142.50; 
fuel, $11.00. Total cost for 21 weeks, $153.50 or $12.79 per pupil. /¢ cax 
not be doubted that the town cau teach twenty children at home for less money 
than the tuition of ten pupils studying in other towns would cost. Add to 
this the fact that some of our young men and women are going out into life 
well educated, who would otherwise complete their school life at graduation 
from the grammar school, and that in the course of a few years only, many 
hundred dollars will be saved to the families of the town, and you have that 
which justifies the establishment and continuance of this advance work in 
our schools. 

For changes in the teaching force of the schools, information concerning 
expenses, etc., you are respectfully referred to the reports of your treasurer 
and purchasing agent and to the table of statistics printed herewith. 

In closing, the committee can but make mention of the very excellent 
work done by Mr. Walter H. Miller, while a teacher in the schools of this 
town, and express their regret at his departure to other fields of work.
